He proposed a system 
whereby the existing ‘sufkiaerungsyruppen" aust be used as groups 
to observe and guard sgainst Nestern provaganda. Dahlem considered 
it absurd to use othr than SED functionaries in such groups. He 
further stated that . ince many of the functionaries of the bourgeols 
parties now in offic. have connections with the Vest, it is a mise@ 
take to employ members of these rartiss in the el-etion committees. 
Resuits such as were vbte ined in the tions to the Volkskongress 
were only possible throrgn the Loyni xz eration of the non-SED 
funetionayies. The stoperation of these pasties was sufficiently 
exhausted in the assistance they geve duvinzg the deronstrations. 
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‘Ulbricht went on to say that the remnants of the LDP leadership, above 


all Dr. Hamann, are making arrangements to bring the CDU to agree 
to a fusion of the parties, Aside from the fact that the SED 


would not benefit from such a fusion and would thus hinder it, the 
group in the CDU led by Goetting and Dertinger has also blocked any 
connection with the LDP. Ulbrieht then mentioned that it is cone 
eeivable that it might appear useful to allow those individuals 
among the “young people" in the CDI who have become so active in 
recent months in activating the Christian elements for the goals 

of the Soviet Union to work independently but to confine them ex- 
clusively to objeets of Christian interest. The NDP, howewor, ha:. 
Yar from fulfilled its tasks, since the connection to the nat ional~ 
istic and formerly militaristie cireles in West Germany could have 
been of use long before, I¢ may, generally Speaking, eome tc pass 
that a small group of individuals from the cD and LDP who have be- 
come 100 percent followers of the SED party line will still apnear 
active in public affairs after 15 October 1950. But for all these 
people it will te hecessary that they aecept not only practicaliy 
but also ideologically, the Soviet-soetalist leader ship. 
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
